WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—The plans of 
thé Administration to bring down living 
costs_are being whipped into shape by 
the. committee of three named at the 
conférence: called by Attorney: General 
Palmer, ‘and « report will be made to- 
morrow. or ‘Tuesday which, it is said, 
will recommend drastic action against 
“ syndicators:’’.and’** hoarders,"’-as well 
as an announcement concerning a wheat 
policy which it is felt will bring about 


quick results. 

Charges that profiteering and hoard- 

ing have been going on to an extent 
which has served to create a market 
built on false values have been pouring 
in upon officials here and have been 
called té the attention of the President. 
It is: said that the Presiderit has formu- 
lated definite ideas about what ought to 
be ‘dorie and that soon ‘after the com- 
mittee of three renders its report to him 
he ‘will go before Congress and-the na- 
tion with an announcement couched in 
no uncertain terms. 
» The agitation for the sale of wheat 
through the Grain Corporation at con- 
siderably less than the guaranteed 
price, in order to break the price of 
breadstuffs and other grains; has 
gained in power here and is ohne of the 
most discussed topics of the situation. 
While the. members of the committee 
of three will not make a definite state- 
ment until their report is prepared and 
submitted to the President, there is a 
general belief here that such a2 course 
will receive support. 

“Congressman Martin Madden of mi-| 
nois announced today that he would 
‘place the question of the’ sale of wheat 
before the House this week, regardless 
‘of what cecommendations may be made 
py the President's advisers. He said he 
would introduce a bill authorizing the 
President to sell wheat purchased by 
the Government at $1.50 a bushel, the 
difference between that price and the 
guaranteed price of $2.20 to. be covered 
by the billion-dollar guarantee fund. 

“The bill,” he said, ‘* will direct the 
President to establish regulations for the 
sale of wheat and governing the produc- 
tion of flour by the millers. It may 
also be necessary to regulate’ the baker. 
I do not think we can lower the cost of 
living very much: until we «take some

TTREINEW ISSUES SPEED 
WORK ON TREATY 


Republicans Now Show Desire 
to Get Through With 
Peace Debate. 


HOME PROBLEMS BLOCKED 


Doubt Expréssed* That They 
Can Be, Solved While the: 
Treaty ‘Is Before Senate.

WASHINGTON, ‘Aug. 3.—Witit the 
high cost of living problem now before 
Congress, involving exhaustive inguiriés 
and debaté,. leaders among the oppo- 
sition to the Léagué of Nations in-the 
Senate today expressed “the feeling that 
the upper body ought speedily to dispose 
of the Versaillds treaty so as.to devote 
itself to the cost of: living question and 
other matters of reconstruction policy. 

The argument was advanced by these 
Senators that the country was becoming 
restive oyer the delay of the upper hody 
in reaching. a vote upon the treaty and 
getting down to the other problems con- 
fronting it.. While the opposition Sena- 
tors all Want the treaty to’ be amply 
debated, they insist that there appears 
to be no logical reason why its con- 
sideration in the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee. should not be expedited and the 
Senate enter into the final stage of de- 
liberating upon ratification. 

Senator Lodge; Chairmah of the .For- 
eign Relations Committee; declared a 
few days ago that he favored reporting 
the treaty out of committee within a 
week's time. Other members of the 
committee have agreed with Mr.. Lodge 
that the expeditious handling of. the 
document was advisable;' The Foreign 
Relations Committee in its consideration 
of the treaty last week, however;- failed 
to give any indication that its work 
would be completed much before the 
end of this month.

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 3.—Liverpool is in 
the grip of hooliganism. For two nights 
the city has been given over to riot and 
pillage. Scores of shops have been 
stnashed and rifled, and at one place 
along the lines of- docks gates were 
broken open and the mbb stormed a 
huge food warehouse, carrying off stocks 
of bacon, ham, lard, sugar, rice, and 
tinned stuffs. 

A large number of troops have been 
drafted into the city from adjacent

plateau in front of it has been . turned 
into a park for lorries and Red “Cross 
cars. Drawn up by the lorries-are four 
grim looking tanks... Soldiers with fixed 
bayonets and wearing steel helmets are 
also posted in a cordon around the 
Plateau, and they are also mounting 
guard over the.wreckage in thé streets. 

Terror came to the Merseyside “dur- 
ing’ the early hours of Saturday morn- 
ing‘! when, taking advantage of the po- 
lice‘ strike, thé turbulent element of 
cosmopolitan Livérpool, Which lurks “in 
the side streets of a well-defined area, 
and which is ready for riot and pluader 
wherever occasion permits, Started the 
work of destruction. | - 


\’ Half Police Force on Strike. 


Scotland Road was the scene of the 
early depredations of the mob, Many 
shops were stripped bare. The looters 
paid particular attention:to. boot. shops 
‘and. clothing establishments, very. few 
of which escaped, but there were also 
many “successful raids on jewelers’ and 
pawnbrokers’ shops. Other places were 
smashed out of pure devilment. Violence 
abated during the daylight hours and 
the municipal authorities went ahead 
with their. plans for.coping with mob 
rule. 

About half the police have joined thé 
strike. Official figures show that of thé 
total force, 929 have refused to do duty 
and 961 have remained loyal. Special 
constables were called out and a public 
appeal by the Lord-Mayor was re- 
sponded to by 500 citizens. 

When night closed down over the 
city. every one’ was apprehensive of 
trouble. About midnight the bands of 
hooligans again emerged from the side’ 
streets.and alleys and without hesita- 
tion embarked on an. orgy of pillage 
and violence. They made a determined 
attack on the magnificent shops in Lon- 
don Road, one. of .Liverpool’s finest 
thoroughfares. Again they concentrated 
on boot and clothing shops, 

The soldiers marched up and down the 
road in columns of fours, but the mob

Britain's Design to Work Germany's 
‘Commercial. Ruin, He 
ce apenerts. Ao 


-COPENHAGEN, Ane $.The former 
ous | Prince Henry of Prussia, in a letter:to 
‘King .Géorge, published today . by. the: 
Hamburger Nachrichten, says the truth 
about. the war may be had from the 
Allies’ statesmen, \and he suggests that 
if thé former German Emperor is ‘placed 
on trial the statesmen also appear. 

The letter asks King George, “in the 
nante of justice and his own interests,” 
to desist from demanding the extradition 
and trial of ‘the, former ° German ruler. 
The letter, which is signed “* Your hum- 
ble cousin Henry,’’. charges that*England 
plotted Germany's commercial downfall. 

If the Alliés want the truth; the former 
Prince says, ithe leading statesmen of 
Great Britain and her Allies should 
also be brotight before the tribunal as 
‘primarily and urgently suspected of 
guilt In the world war:'’ 

The Jetter continues: 

" Germany. and her brave people have 
been hit severely, but they are not yet 
dead... The German spirit which now 
seems dead still lives, and will one day 
awake to full consciousness of the dis- 
grace and shame which ‘have been in- 
flicted, and will-one day demand a reck- 
oning.”’ 

The letter charges that it-was solely 
the British Government which for years 
prepared the world war in order to 
eliminate Germany as a troublesome 
competitor from the world's markets. 
Prince Henry: continues : 

“Let me only remind Your Majesty 
of your meetings with M. Sazonoff (then 
Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs) in 
September, 1912; at Balmoral, and the 
utterances of Your Majesty on that oc- 
casion, Which leave._no doubt of the fate 
planned for thé German war and mer- 
chant navy."’ 

Germany was overcome, Prince Henry 
declares, not by the arms of the Entente, 
but by a ‘“‘ silver bullet ’’ which lodged 
in the back of the German people.. The 
letter refers to the ‘hunger blockade, 
‘*which failed as little in its effects 
upon the German people as did formerly 
British measures against the women and 
children of the Boers.’’

While Bismarck was still under the 
impression that the diary: was a forgery, 
he wrote -to Williartr IL., stating that the 
alleged diary contained passages re- 
ferring to matters that Frederick could 
not know, “‘ becatse they were withheld 
from him by o of Kaiser William L., 
who feared 1 ; t reports to the 
English Court which might find their 
way to France.”’- 

This letter was-afterwafd made public 
by Bismarck, because it created an im- 
pression that William I. suspected his 
own son, Frederick, or, rather, the lat- 
ter’s English wife, of espionage. Gef- 
icken was tried. and acquitted, because 
the judges could’ not be convinced of 
his ‘mala fides.

OUR INDEMNITY. 

A few covetous patriots are protest- 
ing against the President’s policy of 
demanding no share of the German 
indemnity for America. There ate 
Americans who have suffered loss at 
the hands of Germans, and the aggre- 
gate of their ‘claims will run inte the 
hundreds of millions. .But it. has 
been supposed that the German prop- 
erty seized here will be sufficient to 
settle them all. 

These gentlemen who insist on get- 
ting a profit out of the war will not 
wait for this. ‘We mtist get our share 
of the German indemnity, and a good 
and sufficient share. To be sure, 
everybody knew before Mr. BarkucH 
told us that the Germans would not 
be able to pay all the claims against 
them; that some of the reparations 
bill: would -havé-to be left -urisettied. 
That is to say, there is not enough:to 
go around. . Every dollar of indemnity 
which came to America would bea 
‘dollar taken away from France -or 
Belgium or. ltaly or Serbia, whose 
cities were destroyed, whose territory 
was devastated, whose movable prop- 
erty. was-.carried off by German 
armies. The war was fought on the 
continent of Europe and not on the 
continent of North America; @.nation 
which was spared the devastations of 
German invasion might afford tg yield 
some -of its claims in favor of the 
countfies which were the: theatre of 
wat. But suggestions that we might 
| do this are sniffed at by. some patriots: 

And there are others who suggest 
that we-take our share of the in- 
detnnity and magnanimously -hand it 
back tothe: Gérmans ‘*‘ to feed the 
starving women and children.”. This 
Proposal; naturally, comes from those 
who during the war regarded with 
horror the spéctacis of: hungry. women: 
and children in Germany, but were 
left unmoved by German crimes in 
Belgium ‘and France. From such 
sources a proposal to reduce the 
amount of the German indemnity: at 
the expense of France and Belgium is 
intelligtble.. The mass of Americans, 
however, are not ‘Wkely to féel much 
sympathy for the one group which 
insists. that .we .must get all hat is 
coming to us, 6ven jf we take it away 
from Belgium and Serbia, nor with 
the other which would like to have us 
act.as Germany's reteiver ‘of stolen 
goods. Let the indemnity go to those 
who have suffered most. The just 
claims of American victims can be met.
